There U no prettier centerpiece for 
the Thanksgiving table than a mix­ 
ture of scarlet Virgt/iia creeper and 
brown acrous or chestnut burrs, un­ 
less it be branches of ted barberry 
bushes full of .berries, mixed with

a n d vine*- 
Where bit­ 
tersweet can be obtained this alone 
makes a most effective and brilliant 
table, but unluckily this is no; with­ 
in reach of every housekeeper.

its place red ash 
berries could be

turkey is made in this way ; One cup 
of soft bread crumbs, put in a Dy ing 
pan with a tablespoouful of butter, 
« slice of onion, minced fine, salt and 
pepper, a cup of finely chopped cel­ 
ery and a cup 
of chopped hickory 
nuts. 
Cook alt together till the 
celery is entirely done, and stir con­ 
stantly ; add more butter if required. 
Stuff the turkey , leaving room for the 
crumbs to swell, 
ami roast upside 
down in a wire frame such as may 
he •bought at a 
hardwaie shop, or, 
support the bird by putting cups or 
small tin moulds in the corners ol 
thy roasiing pan. 
This makes the 
breast deliciously 
tender, 
and 
the 
juices used in basting do not run off 
as i ev do when poured over the 
bird which lies feet uppermost. 
Cranberry sauce may be made a 
day in advance of the dinner. 
Pick 
over tin* berries and put them to cook 
in barley water enough to lift them 
off the bottom of the kettle; let them 
simmer till they break and become 
soft, and then pres« through tin* col­ 
ander and measuie; put them on the 
lire again, and when they boll up 
w-ell put in exactly as much sugar a« 
y ou had fruit, boil rip well for a mo­ 
ment. and take them from the fire; 
pour into one or more molds and set 
away to harden; 
this 
will give a 
clear, beautiful marmalade which will 
not run 
all 
over 
the plate when 
served, or require a email dish a! 
each cover. 
Boil the sweet potatoes, peal and 
mash them, adding a good-sized lnmj, 
of butter, half a cup of rich cream 
and salt and pepper; beat very light, 
heap in a dish and just brown in the 
oven. 
Tho cauliflower i- to be cooked a 
day in advance, then picked off the 
stem, wet with ri« 'h white sauce, sea 
soned well and browned in a baking 
dish in the oven, 
with crumbs and 
butter on top. 
The onions are also to be cooked 
twenty -four hours before 
thoy 
are 
needed, drained and arranged in a 
deep dish, a half-hour before the din­ 
ner, pour over them a cup of milk 
and dot with .-alt, pepper and a t<*a- 
gpoonful of chopped parsley and bake 
twenty minutes in a hot oven under a 
plate; remove the plate, add mor< 
butter and brown for live minutes. 
For the salad, *,plit celery stalk: 
down into even strips and cut these 
across till they are two Inches long; 
mix with three hard-boiled egg» cut 
into quarters, sprinkle with salt and 
set on ice till needed; make Franeh 
die-sing as usual, 
with three tahle- 
Rpoonfulg of oil, half of one of vine­ 
ga r , salt and a dash of red pepper. 
At. the last 
moment pour ihis over 
and to8 s well. 
Serve in a deep bowl 
with rnoro egg quarters all around 
the edge. 
In making the pumpkin pies use 
cream instead of iniik in the rule y ou 
prefer, and double the number of egg 
y olks; this is perfectly safe, as no 
recipes are really rich enough U> be 
satisfactory . 
Add cinnamon and a 
bit or ginger or 
doves; bake the 
crust first, add 
the mixture, bake 
again ,aud in serving pu large spoon 
fuls of whipped cream all around tin 
edge of the pie. 
This makes a really 
delightful dish. 
The lee 
cream 
should be- merely 
some good, rich, plain cream; serve 
in glasses, ; id, if 
y our choose, put 
on top of each some small cubes of 
preserved ginger, such as come jn lit­ 
tle pots, with a spoonful of juice on 
each. 
In adding to this dinner, the chick­ 
en pie suggested is better made In 
small dishes than in one large pie 
The little brown baking dishes with 
handles which may be bo ught any ­ 
where now, even at a ten-cent store, 
are ju t the thing to vise.

put crust, in them, but fill with the 
cooked chicken, a trifle of gravy , and 
a few oy sters, put on a very light 
crust and bake till brown.

TAKENJY REBELS 


Trai n Beari ng 300 Sol di ers Re­ 


ported Bl own Up. 


American s Are Alleg ed to Have Beer. 


Killed in 
Fig h ts— Fed eral Wires 


Cu t-—List of Dead In B at­ 


tles Is Very Larg e, 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 23.—E! Paso it- 
filling up with refugees from Mexico, 
mostly 
American men, women and 
children, but some natives. 
Trains 
are full of them, fresh from the scenes 
of fighting at Lorreon, Madero, Gomez 
Palacio, Parral and other p oints in 
northern 
Mexico. 
Many Americans 
are leaving their busness. 
One American doctor brought his 
family out from Parra!, leaving be­ 
hind a dru gstore with $10,000 worth 
of merchandise in it. 
He left after 
two Sp aniard*,, (storekeep ers, had been 
killed for refu ting to give rifles to 
the attackers, antf the chief of p olice 
and mayor 
had 
been 
assassinated. 
There was fighting In the streets as 
he left. 
' 
•’ 
Rep orts in.iome Instances state that 
Americans have been killed in the 
fighting, but arrivals do not know this 
p ositively. 
That the death list has 
been heavy in Gomez Palacio. Madera 
and Torreon, among the natives, how 
ever, is universally declared. 
A. G. Sp ringer, a New York jeweler, 
declares he counted fifty dead in the 
streets of Gomez Palacio, and that he 
sawr three battles in one day, first 
when the rebels cap tured the munici­ 
p al p alace, then when they were driven 
out by rurales, and again when they 
retook it. 
He says the rebels, gather­ 
ing recru its at every step , were march­ 
ing on to Torreon when he left. 
Telegrams state that the attack took 
p lace and that the town fell into the 
hands of the rebels after an artillery 
bombardment, but that troop s have 
been disp atched from Gu adalajara to 
attem p t to retake the town. 
F rank Gilmore, a mining man, who 
arrived here, said Chihuahua had re­ 
ceived the news that a train bearing 
300 soldiers has been blown up near 
Madera, headqu arters of the Peterson 
lumber interests. 
Madera is in the hands of the rebels. 
All hands agree to this. 
Telegrams 
stated that fighting was taking p lace 
in Chihuahua, the cap ital of the state. 
An American who arrived from Par­ 
ral declared that p eop le arriving there 
from Inde Doran go, stated that the 
entire town has been ransacked by 
revolutionists and that American and 
Mexican p rop erty alike has been de­ 
stroyed. 
All Mexican officials were 
killed. 
A rep ort came through from Torreon 
that 
ihe sm elter of the American 
Smelting and Refining 
comp any 
at 
Velardena has been attacked and that 
several Americans have been injured 
Officials of the sm elter here were un 
able to get any information from there. 
When Gomez Palacio was attacked 
and taken by the rebel troop s, the 
p risoners in the jails were released 
and anu ed, as at Orizaba, In Vera 
Cruz. 
This is one of the p lans of the 
revolutionists to retease- all p risoners 
from the jails. 


GUNS LANDED BY SAILBOATS 


Plot Exp osed by Sailor and Govern­ 
ment Boat Is Looking for Vessel, 


Galveston, Tex., Nov 
22. - 
Over 
$.000 guns of different p atterns, and 
about 350,000 rounds of ammunition 
have been landed by small sailboats 
on the Mexican shore at a p oint not 
far from Sotola Maina. 
Three schoon­ 
ers were

munitions, which were loaded at some 
p oint on the Texas coas’ 
near the 
mouth of the Rio Grande river 
The p lot was exp osed by a disgru n­ 
tled sailor, and a boat chartered by 
the government started in p irsuit of 
another schoner said to have p ut out 
from the Texas coast rather mysteri­ 
ously. 
Three American secret service 
men and five Mexican agents were as­ 
signed to run down the schooner, if 
p ossible, and seoze crew and cargo.
